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Tux Carpe*.ters of Dublin have thought proper to 
imitate the builders in London and ‘“ go upon 
strike.” They do not ask for ten hours’ pay for nine 
hours’ work, but fora simple increase of wages. The 
amount is smell—two shillings a week—but the man- 
ner in which the demand has been made naturally 
arouses the determined resistance of the masters. It 
amounts to this—‘* We demand two shillings a week 
additional, and you must comply, or else we leave 
your houses unfinished, your work undone, and your 
contracts unfulfilled.” The question, moreover, is 
one to which there are two parties. Ifthe men have 
an idea what their labour is worth, the masters also 
know what they can afford. No master would part 
with a good workman for the trifling sum of two 
shillings weekly, but owing to the “ Society rules,” all, 
good and bad, must receive the same addition. 
Again, to yield to a demand of this kind is to admit, 
. if not the right, at least the power of the men 
to estimate their labour at any sum they please, to 
enforce it and open the way for further claims. 
These strikes only take place when the “: Societies” 
are wealthy, or when there is a scarcity of labour. 
In the one case, the funds of the Society are rapidly 
exhausted, for the men and their families must be 
fed; in the other case, they produce the very evil 
the Society works against—namely, a superabundance 
of labour. Ifhigher wages be given in Dublin t!an 
in Belfast or Drogheda, workmen from these places, 
unattached to Societies, will come in and supplant 
the old workmen. Labour, like merchandise, will 
find its own level, despite of every attempt to force 
up or to force down the price. If there bea momen- 
tary want of any commodity, whether it be labour or 
silk, the dearness will prevent any extensive dealing 
until eventually a surplus exists in the market, 
and a reaction takes place. Would the men 
assent to a reduction in their wages in consequence 
of a number of unemployed hands?

Lonpon, WEDNESDAY Moxninc—It was stated some 
days ago in the Florence Correspondence of the Times, 
that Austria had proposed through Prince Poniatowski 
to place Venetia under the separate rule of an Archduke, 
with an Italian army, aud a tree institution, provided the 
‘Tuscans would receive back their Grand Duke. 1 am en- 
abled to assure you that no such offer has been ever made. 
It is contrary to the whole policy of Austria under the 
present Emperor, who has pushed, as far as possible, 
the opposite plan of centralising, as much as possible, 
all the provincial Governments. In fact, Prussia sug- 
gested some months ago, that the Lombardo- Venetian 
kingdom should be placed under the Archduke Maxi- 
milian, but rather than consent to the scheme, Austria 
preferred entirely to surrender one-half of her Italian 
possessions. What she has lost she has lost entirely— 
what she retains she will retain with an iron hand, until 
some day a new Solferino (on the ‘agliamento,) will 
compel her to cede what the enemy’s sword has won.

COMMISSION OF LUNACY. 
A Commission de lunutico inguirendo was held yester- 
day, in the Cunsolidated Nisi Prius Court, before the 
Lunacy Commissioners, Messrs. Henn and Brady, to 
inquire into the state of mind of Mr. Edward Rogers, 
at present confined in Dr. Stanley’s lunatic asylum at 
Rathfarnham. ‘The petitioners are Mr. Edward New- 
man, {nspector of Public Works for the Corporation, and 
Miss Eliza Kogers, sister of the supposed lunatic. 
Mr. Vereker, with Mr. Emor Harte, svlicitor, ap- 
peared on behalf of the petitioners. 
No counsel or solicitor appeared for the alleged 
lunatic. 
Mr. Vereker, in opening the case, stated that the 
supposed lunatic had been a clerk tor upwards of twenty 
years in the Insolvent Court, until its abolition, on the 
passing of the new Act creuting a Consolidated Bank- 
ruptcy and Insolvency Court. His salary was £150 
a year. He lost his situation, and petitioned the Trea- 
sury for a superannuation allowance. ‘The difficulties 
and delays thrown in his way for six months, during 
which he was left penniless, and some pecuniary diffi- 
culties in which he became involved, so affected his 
mind as to develope insanity. He formerly resided in 
Durset-street, and subsequently went toreside with Mr. 
Kdward Newman, Inspector of Public Works for the 
Corporation »f Dublin, where he remained until his re- 
moval to the Richmond Lunatic ty oor On the Ist 
of April last insanity first manifested itself. Mr. New- 
than, who had known him for twenty years preceding, 
began to observe a very marked change in his manner, 
and from several specific facts which Mr. Newman 
would state to the jury, he caine to the conclusion that 
he wasinsane. He had been always quiet and gentle ia his 
manner, but after the 1st April last became niost violent. 
He had been alwavs a good inan of business having been 
in a public office for twenty years, but his business ha- 
bits completely lefé him, and he suffered from loss of 
memory. ‘These various symptoms became so decidedly 
marked that it was found necessary, on the 5th May, to 
call in a physician, Dr. Maypother, who gave it as his 
opinion that Mr. Rogers was decidedly insane. He was 
removed to Capel-street Police-office, it having been 
stated to him that the Lord Lieutenant wished parti- 
cularly to see him. The magistrate there committed 
him as a dangerous lunatic, and he was sent to the Rich- 
mond Lunatic Asylum. In consequence of his property 
having been tied up—for a lunatic cannot draw his in- 
come—he was confined at the pauper side of the asylum. 
He suffered a good deal there, and accordingly his sister 
and some other parties had him removed to Dr. Stanley’s 
langtic asylum in Rathfarnham. His sister drew his 
quarter’s salary, and with it treated him with the 
He had some ex- 
traordinary fancies. He had a wonderful tuste fur mes- 
merism, and went to great expense in founding a mes- 
meric club. One of his fancies was that he was in con- 
stant communication with the Emperor Napoleon by 
means of mesmerism. He thought Napoleon’s head was 
shot off in a great battle, and that he stuck it on again 
for him by the aid of mesmerism. He believed he had 
visions from Heaven, and that he possessed the power of 
whispering across the Atlantic under the water, and 
carrying messages backwards and forwards. He got 
some photographs taken of himself and some other per- 
sons, and no sooner did they come home than he rubbed 
off the pictures, and then asked if he had not wonder- 
fully improved them. ‘hey would carefully consider 
the evidence which would be adduced, and come to their 
conclusion on it. 
The following evidence was then gone into :— 
Miss Eliza Rogers, examined by Mr. Vereker— 
I am one of the petitioners in Chancery, and sister of 
Mr, Edward Rogers ; he has no other brother or sister, 
and I am sole next of kin ; he had a sister who went to 
America, but 1 have not heard of her for some time ; 
she was married toa Mr. Wyse, and had a child who | 
was living two years ago; my brother had a situation 
in the Insolvent Court,and had 150/. a year; he was 
superann uated on an allowance of 100/. ayear Irish ; he 
had ne other property, save furniture and some valn- 
able books; I coutd not tell the exact value of that 
roperty [ had him removed to Dr. Stantey’s asylum ; 
drew his last quarter’s salary, and he signed the re- 
ceipt ; his quarter’s salary amounted to 23/. i

FEARFUL STEAM ACCIDENT. 

Pirmoutnu, Tussbat Evenine.—An aceident of a 
very alarming character occurred at 1 o’clock this after- 
moon in the Sound,on board her Majesty’s screw steam- 
sloop Piuneer, Connmander Charles H. May, under orders 
for the West Coast of Africa. She had some slight 
defects to make good, anil was getting up steam for the 
purpose of proceeding into Hdmoaze, when the main 
steam pipe burst close to the committfeation. John 
Dunn, leading stoker, was on the point of o,efting the 
communication-valve, and he suffered severely ; William 
Bone, engineer, in charge; Charles Piller, third engi- 
neer ; John Oliver, third engineer; John Dunn, leading 
stoker; Charles Devine, steker; James Murphy, 
stoker ; and James Kenninson, second-class boy, un- 
fortunately rushed aft, where the steam was most dense, 
and were, of course, much sealded, especially in their 
facs. Mr. Oliver’s sight is affected. Mr. J. A. 
Leicester, second-class engineer, prudently shut off the 
Communication: He ¢seaped dniniured. 
The ship was speedily enveloped in steam, but ás 
there was a@ smart south-west breeze, its eflects were 
most detrimental aft. The looking-glasses in the 
Captain’s cabin were shivered, and thé boots shrivelled. 
Boats from the ships of war, with their surgeuns and 
assistant surgeons, were soon alongside, an. the steam 
tender Confiance conveyed the worst cases (seven) to 
the Royal William Victualling-yard, whence they were 
taken in cots to the naval lidspital. ‘The Pioneer was 
aiterwards sent into Hamoaze.

ie RIOT IN JAMAICA. 

The Jamaica papers are filled with details of a series 
of outrages and riots in the town of Falmouth, arising 
out of a long+pending disputed right of possession of a 
property called Florence-hall, which could only be 
properly decided by a court of law. It appears that fur 
some time past the police courts of Falmouth have been 
occupied in trying persons brought up for creating 
rows at the hall, which rows were so frequent that they 
came to be denominated the “ Florence-hall disturbances.”’ 
Che dispute was as to the right of possession between 
the attorney of the lawtul heirs to this property and 
the natural sun‘of the deceased owner. and 
the disturbances always arose from the attempt 
made by the one party to eject the other, and on 
each fresh occasion acquire? greater  dimen- 
sions. Qn the last occurrence, the magistrates com- 
initted the tingleaders for trial at the Circuit Court, 
and in their own jurisdiction disposed by fine or mode. 
rate imprisonment of those whose part in thedisturbances 
was of a less aggravating character. ‘The Circuit Court 
met on the 28th of July, and the judge having noticed 
in his charge to the jury that indictments against parties 
to the frequent disturbances in the parish Would be sub- 
mitted to them, the signal fof outrage was given, and 
thus commenced the riot which took place on the Ist 
of August. Several of the accused confined in the gaol 
were rescued, and when true bills were proclaimed 
against others, and they were being conveyed to prison, 
the police were assaulted and the prisoners rescued 
Affairs now assumed such a form that the court har! 
to be adjourned. The Riot Act was twice read, and 
the mob advised to disperse, but, instead of dis- 
persing, one of them discharged a pistol and wounded a 
policeman. Stones and other niissiles Were hurled in 
every direction, and several magistrates, who were 
active in trying to restore order, were wounded. The 
police had orders to fire, and two persons were shot dead 
and several otaers severely wounded. ‘The mob became 
more excited, and they attempted to destroy the gaol, 
the court-house, the police-station, and other buildings. 
Through the interposition of the magistrates, who went 
about trying by persuxsion to allay the outbreak, 
order was somewhat restored, but oiily to 
be interrupted in a more scrious form. At night 
the mob again assembled, and no less than three 
attempts were made to fire the town. The peaceable 
portion of the inhabitants then armed them- 
selves for the preservation of order, and with the assis- 
tance of the police from the neighbouring parishes of 
St. Jamesand St. Ann, who at this time arrivel, com- 
pletely suppressed the outbreak. Expresses had in the 
interim been despatched to the south side of the island, 
to acquaint the Governor with what had taken place. 
Upon the receipt of the intelligence his Excellency 
gave orders for the immediate transmission to the scene 
of outrage ot a company of seldicrs. On Thursday 
afternoon, the 4th inst., the Royal Mail Company’s 
steamer Wye left Kingstown Harbour with the military. 
consisting of 180 rank and file of the 2nd 
West India Regiment,2 captains, 6 subalterns, 
and 8 sergeants, under the command of Colonel Gibbons. 
She returned on Sunday morning, and reported that 
on her arrival at Falmouth order had beea completely re- 
stored. In a very short time upwardsof 50 of the 
rioters, including the ringleaders in this notorious affray, 
were apprehended and lodged in gaol. 

The rejoicings in celebration of the anniversary of 
Emancipation had passed off quietly. ‘Three acres of 
canes on Ellis’ Caymanus had been struck by lightning 
ani destroyed. A few refreshing showers had fallen. 
and, with the exception of some cases of sickness among 
children, the public health was good. 

SUFFERINGS AT SEA, 
(From the Madras Spectutor of Jély 5.) 

On Saturday evening the barque Melanie anchored in 
the Madras Roads, having on board 12 men and the 
chief and second mates of the barque Sit Charles Napier. 
which founder-d at sea off Acheen on the 2 | of June.— 
The Sir Charles Napier, 341 tons, Wm. Bulsiliie, 
mastcr, was a British s\ip, and was bound to England 
from Rangoon with a cargo of rieé, whén she sprung a 
leak and was abandoned by her captain anderew. Mrs. 
Balsillie, the wife of the captain, at the time in a very 
delicate state, was on board when the ship was given up 
«@ share? in all hardships and privations which befell 
the captain and crew, and with them narrowly escaped 
being brutelly murdered by thesemi-savageson the coast 
of Sumatra. Both Captain Balsiilie and his wife are no 
more. ‘They died in the Melanie almost within sight of 
Madras—victims, no dou’.t, to the sufferings they under- 
went before they were rescued from a situation in which 

their lives were threatened every moment. 


The Sir Charles Napier left Rangoon on the 17th May 
on herhomeward voyage. In lat. 4 N. and loag. 93 W., 
it was found that she was making water hourly 18 inches, 
and it became necessary to keep all han is at work at the 
pumps. All the exertions of the crew, however, were 
of noavail. Night and day fur five days did they toil, 
without taking a moment’s rest, to save the ship, but :he 
leak gained on them every hour, and on June 2 the water 
in the hold was found to be six feet. The men were no

five men were in the pinnace, while the second officer and 
the remaining five of the crew took charge of the gig. 
The three boats got away t . The gig and the

I soon, 
however, met with a person, an inhabitant of the town, 
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roads, and soon learning the story of the rescued ma- 
riners, sought them out and offered them an asylum 
on board the ship, which was about sailing for 
Penang. Nothing was then known of the captain of 
the Sir Charles Napier or the jolly-boat, but immediate] y 
after dinner the same day they discovered the jollysboat, 
There were no Europeans in her ; but she was thanned 
by two Madrag men; from whom they learned that Capt. 
Ba\sillie and his party were safe on board the Melanie, 
which was lying lower down the coast. It was not long 
before the whole party met. The men in the gig and. 
pinnace had the satisfaction of seeing their captain and 
his wife safe and sound again, but the trials the jolly- 
boat had undergone were even more severe and 
more dangerous than were those which they themselves 
had suffered. It appeared that, having been separated 
from: his companions, the captain reached the island of 
Pulo Brass, and had gearcely beached his boat on some 
coral reefs, when hundreds of the villagers came to the 
shore and asked |:im tu land. It was the only course 
open to him, and so with the assistance of the islanders 
the whole party got safely ashore. In fact, the islanders 
brought them away on their backs, as the surf raged 
furiously, and in every way evinced the most favourable 
disposition towards the white men. Having landed theni 
safely, they led them to a hut, where they brought them 
rice, and after this act of hospitality, their friendly in- 
tentions, if they ever entertained any, seemed to have 
vanished, for they positively refused to do anything 
more. ‘che fatigued p ople were allowed to rest a few 
hours. When they awoke, the natives refused to do 
anything without payment, and the clothes the sailors 
wore seemed to attract their particular attention. A 
shirt was given for six eggs with which some kind of a 
breakfast was knocked up for the lady, and other ne- 
eessaries were purchased in a similar manner. This 
doubtful behaviour of the natives did not last long. 
One of them took a fancy to te rings Mrs. Balsillie 
had on her fingers, and drew a knife across her hand, 
which was understood to mean that he would cut the 
hand off if they were not given up quietly. ‘These or- 
naments were accordingly given up, excepting the 
wedding-ring, which, after some explanation, Mrs 
Balsillie was permitted to retain. A few fowls were 
purchase with clothes, and all that day was passed 
in a dreadful state of suspense and anxiety. ‘To- 
warls evening the islanders attacked the jolly-boat 
broke open the boxes, and carried away almost every- 
thing, not excepting the captain’s chronometer. ‘The 
attitude df the natives was not the most friendly: The 
captain and his party were entirely at the mercy of 
upwards of 100 armed savages, when, to their great 
relief, two Europeans were seen approaching them on 
land, fighting their way through the ntaives, who were. 
evidently not disposed to allow them to join the ship- 
wrecked party. ‘he captain thought they were some 
of his own men, but he was soon undeceived, as they 
were strangers, and proved to be Captain Barton, of 
the Melanie, and Mr. ‘Thompson, his chief mate. These 
two brave men had heard at Acheen there were Euro- 
peans in distress at Pulo Brass, and guided by the 
Malay from whom they got the information, set out 
to the rescue carrying their swords with them. The 
natives then gave up the chronometer and other articles 
which they had plundered, and Captain Barton had the 
happiness of conveying Balsillie and his party to the 
Melanie. All the sufferers were in the highest spirits, 
but it was not fated that the captain and his wife 
should see land again. On June 22), Mrs. Balsillie 
was delivered of a girl, which did not live many hours, 
and the shock she had sustained was too much for her 
weak frame, and she began to sink. On the 25th, 
Captain Balsillie himself succumbed to the dreailful 
sufferings he had undergone. On Thursday, June 30th, 
while within only a few miles from Madras, Mrs. 
Balsillie died, and was consigned to the deep. 
COCHIN-CHINA. 

A letter from the French camp at Turon, in Cochin- 
China, of the 28th June, brotight by the last mail 
irom Ilong kong, confirms the intelligence already 
received of the terms likely to be agreed to for 
the establishment of peace, giving some additional 
details :— 

“ ‘The bases of peace proposed by France have been 
accepted by the Emperor, and we expect here on the 
2nd of next month three Annamite plenipotentiaries to 
‘raw up and sign a treaty, to be afterwards ratified bv 
the Annamite Emperor. It is not known positive y 
what the bases of the treaty are; but it is Believed, 1 
well-informed quarters, that they afe tu the effect that 
France shall retain ‘Turon and Segon, shall have a mi- 
nister permanently resident at Hue, the capital, and shall 
receive an annual tribute in money or kind; also, tl at 
the exercise of the Christian religion shall be authurise.t 
throughout the country, and that Spain shall receive 
on .the coast of ‘Tunkin a tract of land for a large 
colonial and maritime establishment. The position of 
the Emperor ‘Tu Duc is represented to be desperate. He 
no longer reeeives supplies from Cambodia, which is 
the granary of Cochin-China, and the Viceroy of 
Tonkin /has stopped the supplies of grain and oxen, 
which he was accustomed to send annually, It is on 
uccount of the gravity of his situation that the Empe- 
ror has accepted the offers ot peace made to him. Al- 
though, however, the bases have been agreed to, the 
French are still making preparations to be able, it 
necessary, to attack Hue in July and August, when 
they will have received reinfurcements; But there is 
no probability of a-treaty not being definitively con- 
cluded.” 

Russta AND A Conoress.—The IJnvalide Russe pub- 

lishes an article, in which it speeks or the high quali- 
ties and political prudence of the Italians, and in which 
it insists anew on the urgency of convokinga European 
Congress. In the article we read :—“ ‘Ihe inhabitants 
of the duchies of Central Italy seem firmly resolved, 
dot to restore their former sovereigns, who fought 
wainst the Piedmoutese army, and who paternally de- 
sired to bombard their former subjects. ‘The conduc: 
of the Italians is above all eulogy, and we must admire 
their calm and prudetice. ‘They have become com- 
pletely transformed. ‘They are not like the men who by 
their misunderstandings and partial revolutions spoiled 
the issue of the campaign of 1848 and 1849. ‘They now 
act with admirable calm and prudence. Uaving had 
n ither Government, nor Sovereigns, nor gendarmes, 
sinc: April last, they occupy themselves in tranquill y; 
uuanimity, and peffect order with the internat organ. 
sation of the country. Up tothe present moment :t 
was the Piedmontese commissioners who guided them, 
but those commissioners are now recalled, and the 
duchies, like the legations, are now abandoned to them- 
selves, In any other country such an absence of leaders 
would not have failed to produce lamentable results 
whilst in the duchies everything is marked with perfect 
order, calm, and unanimity. ‘fhe fate of the duchies 
must, afterall, be decided on. Austria and France will 
not consent to their annexation to Piedmont. ‘They 
would rather place Prince Napoleon on the throne ot 
Central Italy, but England would not consent to that, 
and would even make his election a casus belli. What- 
ever may be done or said, a Luropean Congress must be 
convoked, not simply to approve the articles of the peace 
of Villafranca, but to revise them.”

Massicus: óP Curtstraxs rm Borxeo.—The P ays 
says :—"“A telegraphic despatch has announced, on the 
faith of advices réeeived via Battavia, that a general 
massacre of the Christians took place on May 24, in the 
Dutch pertion of the island of Borneo, That island, 
the largest in the world after New Holland,is peopled bya 
great variety of races.’ The Dutch possessions there com- 
prise 18 States, of which ong only, the king.lom of Pontia- 
nak, founded about the middie of the 18th century by an 
Arab named Abdul- . professes the Mahometan 
religion.

the massacre in question occurred: ‘The inhabitants of 
Succadana adore Diouta, the great artificer of the world; 
also the shades of their ancesiors ; and lastly, certain 
birds from which they draw auguries. The hor- 
rib'e massacre they have committed has a political, not a 
religious cause. It cannot be imputed to the influence 
of pilgrims from Mecca, who, in addition to the consi- 
derations above mentioned, are too remote from the is- 
land of Borneo to affect the Mussulmans residing there.

FAREWELL OF MR. CHARLES KEAN AT THE 
PRINCESS’ THEATRE. 
(From the Times.) 

If anything in the form ot hearty, unaffected, una- 
nimous app.ause can reward a manager for years of 
unremitting toil and exertion, Mr. Charles Kean must 
have deemed himselt amply remunerated, as far as his 
feelings were coneerned, by the extraordinary scene 
that took place at the Princess’ last night, when, at 
the conclusion of Heury VIII., he formally took leave 
of the public, for whose amusement and instruction he 
has so munificently provided during nine successive 
seasons. In attempting to describe it, we can only use 
the ordinary commonplaces of a house “ crammed to 
suffocation,” of “ waving hats and handkerchiets,” of 
“ reiterated CHeers.” ‘Iu give any notion of the strong 
fcel'ng that matiifested itself thtough all these visible 
signs of enthasiasm would be dbsolutely impossible: 
One spirit animated the muss that filled every available 
part of the edifice and rendered the lobbies impassable, 
although infinitely reduced by countless rejections for 
“ want of room,” and that spirit was a sentiment of real 
gratitude and admiration. ‘The great magician who 
has so long made his small theatre a mirror, in which 
the mighty events of the past were reflected with an 
accuracy that had never before been attempted, was 
breaking his wand in the presence of his admirers, and 
there was something almost painful in the excitement 
which the spectacle produced. We could easily fill a 
couple of columns with the history of Mr. Charles 
Kean’s vigorous and successful exertions to maintain a 
taste for the poetical drama at a period when “ Shak- 
spere” was voted “ slow.” But we have too recently 
described his managerial career, at the Princess’ ‘Theatre 
turender a repetition necessary, and at this moment 
our readers Would doubtless rather peruse Mr. Charles 
Kean’s own account of his principles and practice, as 
contained in the speech which we give below, than con 
over 4 frigid narrative of 6vents generally Known. But, 
as aids to the memory, we may mention the names otf 
some of his grand “ revivals”’—his Macieth, his Sar- 
darapalus, his Winter’s Tale, his Henry VIII. his 
Richard I1.,his Henry V., anda brilliant series cf living 
historical pictures willat once pass before the mind. 
That anything like those grand works will again be 
presented on the boards of any London theatre there 
is not the slightest reason to expect, for that another 
manager will be founl combining _ histrionic 
genius, disinterested zeal for art, an  enthusias- 
tic love of uafcheology; and (let us add) pecu- 
niary resources gained by honovrah'e toil, to the dezree 
in whieh these nave been manifested in Mr. Charles Kean, 
is not to be anticipated. Neither can we point to any 
living actor who has the slightest chance ot succee ling 
him as the acknowledged representative of the leading 
chara 'tera of Shaspee, or of approximiting, to his 
maichless Louis XJ. We have theatres in abundance for 
the performance of prose dramas of every degree of pre- 
tens:on; but the termination of Mr. Charles Kean’s ma- 
nagemént of the Princess’ Theatre can only be regar- 
ded as a calamity by all who class among the purpuses 
of the stage the diffusion of a taste fur the gigantic dra- 
matic literature of this country. The great tragedian of 
his day having ceased to be a manager, the drama has 
lost its chief temple, and inthe place of the Shaksperean 
iheatre which had become one of the fixed institutions of 
the metropolis, is a gap which no speculatur would—uas far 
as we can sce—attempt to fill. ‘The bond that connected 
together the fashion of our modern metropolis with the 
poetry that dcelizhted our anvestors has ceascd to exist, 
and the suburbs aloiie afford a home to the works of the 
Elizabethan era. Mr. Kean delivered the speech which 
we give pelow, in an impressive, unaffected manner, occa- 
sionally interrupted by emotion, which was especially 
manifest when he alluded to the devotion of Mrs. Kean, 
and when he approached the las@words which he was to 
a Idress to his audience. Applause was loud at every 
pe: o1,an | thecogent reasonings with which he refuted the 
absurd attempts treqtiently made to oppose his system of 
decoration elicited shouts of approving laughter. A call 
irom every throat at the end of the speech for Mrs. C. 
Kean, who was led on by her husband, completed one of 
the most imposing ovations ever beheld within the walls 
ofa theatre. The following is the speech:— 


“Tadics and Geritlemen,---This night concludes my 
managerial career. The good ship which I have com- 
manded for nine years, through storm and sunshine, 
calm and tempest, is now about to re enter harbour, and, 
in nautical phrase, to be paid ofl; its able and effizient 
crew dispersed; soon; liowever, to he recommissioned 
under a new daptain, to sail once more, as I sincerely 
hope, on a prosperous voyage. It is always painful to 
hid adieu to those with whom we have been associated 
long and intimately ; how deeply, then, must I feel this 
moment of separation from my constant supporters--- 
patrons, friends---never to meet again under the same 
relative circumstances. You have accompanied me 
through sexson: of incessant toil and intense anxiety, but 
your encouragement has lightened my labours, and your 
a probation has compensated me for manifold difficulties 
aid disappontments. I may, perhaps, be expected on 
an occasion like the present to make some allusions to 
t ie principles of management I have invariably a lopted. 
i have always entertained the conviction that in illus- 
trating the great plays of the greatest poet who ever 
wrote for the advantage of man, historical accuracy 
might be so blended with pictorial effect that instruction 
and amusement would go hand in hand, and that the 
more completely such a system was carried out, so much 
more valuable and impressive would |e the le:son con- 
veyed. In fact, I was anxious to make the theatre a 
sehool as well as a recreation, and the reception given to 
the plays thus submitted to your judgment, combined 
with the unprecedented number of their repetitions, bear, I 
think, conelusive evidence that my views were not 
altogether erroneous. I find it impossible to believe, as 
some have asserted, that because every detail is studied 
with an eye to truth, such a plan can in the most re- 
mote degree detract from the beauties of the poct. My 
admiration—I may say adoration—of Shakspere would 
never have allowed me to do that which I could possibly 
conceive would be detrimental to his mighty genius, nor 
can I suppose that this great master would have been 
more highly csteemed had I been less correct in the 
accessories by which [ surrounded him. I would ven-

me on my secession from management. I mention these 
facts simply as evidence that I was far moreactvated by 
an enthusiastic love of my art than by any expecta- 
tion of personal emolument. Having said this much, 1 
need net deny that I have been no guiner, in a commer- 
cial sense ; more restricted notions, and a more par- 
simonious outlay. might, perhaps, have led to a very 
different result, but I could not be induced by such con- 
siderations tu check my desire to do what I considered 
right, and what would in my. opinion advance the best 
interests of my profession. Whatever loss 1 have sus- 
tained is amply recompensed by the favour you have 
bestowed upon my efforts. So far, indeed, from regret- 
ting the past, if I could recall the years gone by, with 
renewed health and strength, I would gladly under- 
take the same task again fora similar reward. I donot 
now retire frem the direction of this theatre through anv 
feeling of disappointment, but from the remembrance 
of the old adage, “The pitcher goes often to the well, 
but the pitcher at last may be broken.” Mind and body 
require rest after such active exercise for nine years, 
during the best peri:d of life, and it could not be « 
matter of surprise if I sunk under a continuance of th 
combined duties of actor and manager of « theatre wher: 
everything has grown into gigantic proportions ; indeed 
I should long since have succumbed had [ not been sus- 
tained and seconded by the indomitable energy and the 
devoved afiection of my wife. You have only seen her 
in the fulfilment of her professional pursuits, and ari 
therefore unable to estimate the value of her assistance 
and counsel. She was ever by my side inthe hour o 
need, ready to revive my drooping spirits and to stimu 
late me to fresh exertion. I cannot allow this oppor 
tunity to pass without correcting an erroneous imp. es- 
sion which has, tosome extent, gone abroad, that, in re- 
tiring from management, J also contemplate: 
retirement from the stage: I have neither announced 
nor conceived such intention, but, on the contrary, | 
hope, if my life be spared, at least for a 1! mited numbe: 
of years, to appear asan actor. The necessi:y of ful- 
filling a long round of provincial engagements will cause 
a considerable time to elapse before | can again have an 
opportunity—should such an opportunity ever arise— 
of meeting my London friends; but, thongh far away 
memory will constantly revert to the brilliant scenes I 
have witnessed here, and conjure up visions of the brigh 
eyes, encouraging smiles, and gratulating voices whicl. 
haveso often cheered me on my course. I can neve: 
forget that whatever triumphs I may have achieved. 
whatever reputationI may have won, whatever I may 
have been enabled to accomplish towards the advance- 
ment of dramatic art; Lowe to you, my best friends—to 
you, the public. Let ne fondly cherish the hope that yon 
will sometimes bestow a thought on the absent wan 
derer, and. confiding in your sympathy and regard, I now 
respectfully and gratefully ‘take my leave, bidding you— 
‘farewell, a long farewell.’,”
